Patricia J. Bland. M.A. CCDC - 

Ms. Bland has served both as an advocate and lead chemical 
dependency counselor at New Beginnings for Battered Women 
and their Children’s shelter and community based program in 
Seattle for eleven years.  Patti developed the Domestic Vio-
lence/Chemical Dependency Outreach Project for King County 
at the Alcohol Drug Helpline in 1994.  She also served as the 
Domestic Violence Trainer for Providence Health System Family 
Violence Program for five years and as an Adjunct Professor at 
Antioch University and Seattle Community College.  Currently 
she is the Statewide Training Project Coordinator for the 
Alaska Network on Domestic Violence and Sexual Abuse in 
Juneau.  She has published several articles on chemical depend-
ency and domestic violence and completed development of do-
mestic violence curricula for the Washington State Medical As-
sociation and the Perinatal Partnership Against Domestic Vio-
lence.  Patti is also the author of the Alaska Network on Do-
mestic Violence and Sexual Assault Basic Domestic Violence and 
Sexual Assault Curriculum for Advocates. 

 

Dr. Peter Jaffe, PhD Clinical Psychology - 

Dr. Jaffe is the Founding Director of the Centre for Children 
and Families in the Justice System of the London Family Court 
Clinic (London, Ontario, Canada), which is a children’s mental 
health center specializing in issues that bring children and fami-
lies into the justice system.  He is a member of the Clinical Ad-
junct Faculty for the Departments of Psychology and Psychiatry 
at the University of Western Ontario.  In 1980, Dr. Jaffe was 
the founding Chairperson of the London Coordinating Commit-
tee to End Woman Abuse and is currently actively involved in 
research on the impact of family violence on children.  He has 
co-authored several books on domestic violence including, Chil-
dren of Battered Women and Working Together to End Domestic 
Violence.  He has been instrumental in developing the violence 
prevention program in his school district as a trustee for the 
past 20 years.  Dr. Jaffe received his undergraduate training 
from McGill University in Montreal and his PhD in Clinical Psy-
chology from the University of Western Ontario. 

 

Carol Thomas - 

Carol Thomas is a licensed Mental Health Counselor and desig-
nated Child Mental Health Specialist, working with children and 
families in Spokane, Washington for the past twenty-seven 
years.  The focus of her work includes evaluations and treat-
ment for young children and their families who have experi-
enced traumatic events, such as neglect, abuse, domestic vio-
lence, parental substance abuse, separation and loss of family.  
Much of her work centers around attachment and bonding and 
the effects of trauma on a child’s social emotional development.  
Carol also provides trainings to Department of Children and 
Family Services Case Workers, Guardians ad Litem, foster par-
ents, mental health professionals and students.
